The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion's repoit shows that the net rn- 
eom?j from the express companies' 
operation is $11,000,000, and on their 
own valuation of $27,000,000, their 
profit is shown to be approximately 40 
per cent It is known that the actual 
value of the epxrtss companies' equip- 
ment is less than one-half of what 
!they allege, so that their profit on 
money actually invested runs up lo 
nearly 100 per cent. 



that a direct primaries measure «*ill 
encounter much in the way of open op- 
position. That there will be men in 
the General Assembly mure desiroua 
of its defeat *han the defeat of any 
other measure that can be introduced, 
is not cpen to ^oubt. More measures 
are defeated by secret opposition than 
are killed on the floor of Legislative 
Assemblies.

Bloomsbury, Pa. — The spell of trag- 
edy hangs over the Peterman home in 
Sugarloaf township, where, only a few \ 
days ago, there was fought the duel 
that resulted in the death of one Pe- 
terman brother and the wounding of 
The other, who Is recovering and will 
be tried for murder. 

Since the hour when the new s of the 
terrible affair at the Peterman farm ' 
became circulated over the quiet 
countryside the history of the Peter- 
man homestead, with its tragedies, 
began to be recited over and over. 

Fifteen years ago, when the Peter- 
man family was augmented by the 
marriage of John Peterman to a widow 
of the Sugarloaf district and the bring- 
ing of her three children under the 
Peterman roof tree, the family was 
one of the happiest of that picturesque 
section.
